PHILADELPHIA,  Oct.  22  (UPI) — Three  judges  of  the  U.S. 
nr  of  Appeals  hear  arguments  today  on  the  United  Steel- 
10  kpcers  Union’s  appeal  from  a Taft-Hartley  injunction  to  end 
iB.00-day  strike  of  a half-million. workers. 

The  historic  injunction,  ordering  the  steel  workers  back  to 
for  an  80-day  cooling  off  period,  was  issued  yesterday 
federal  Judge  Herbert  P.  Sorg  at  Pittsburgh  on  a motion 
iftred  by  President  Eisenhower.  ' 

jThe  union,  however,  appealed  the  injunction  to  the  third 
Ait  court  here  within  15  minutes.  Circuit  Judge  Austin  L. 
a[ey  then  issued  a stay  of  execution  of  the  injunction  order, 
* permitting  the  economy-crip- 

pling strike  to  continue  until  the 
appeal  is  settled. 

ARTHUR  J.  Goldberg,  union 
general  counsel,  ^ and  John  C. 
Bane,  Jr.,  representing  manage- 
ment, hurried  to  Philadelphia  to 
argue  the  appeal. 

Chief  Judge  John  Biggs  as- 
signed the  three  judges  to  hear 
the  arguments  although  all  sev- 
en judges  of  the  circuit  court 
here  will  rule  on  the  appeal  . 

The  legal  maneuvers  began 
with  startling  speed  Wednesday 
following  a delay  while  Sorg 
conferred  in  his  chambers  with 
union  and  management  attorneys 
who  debated  the  question  of  ret- 
roactivity of  any  settlement 
reached  during  compulsory  nego- 
tiations while  the  cooling  off 
period  is  in  force. 

SORG,  AT  47  one  of  the  young- 
est federal  judges  in  the  nation, 
emerged  from  his  chambers  and 
signed  the  back-to-work  order  at 
2:44  p.m.  He  agreed  with  Presi- 
dent Eisenhower  and  found  the 
strike  “inimicable  to  the  public 
health  and  safety.”

Russia  Agrees 
To  December 
Summit  Meet] 

PARIS,  Oct.  22— (UPI)— So- 
viet Premier  Nikita  Khrushchev 
agrees  with  President  Eisen- 
hower’s proposal  for  an  East- 
West  summit  conference  in  De- 
cember, the  soviet  ambassador  to 
Paris  said  today. 

Ambassador  Sergei  Vinogra- 
dov made  the  statement  to  re- 
porters as  he  emerged  from  a 
noon  interview  with  French  For- 
eign Minister  Maurice  Couve  De 
Murville.  It  was  his  third  meet- 
ing with  top  French  leaders  in 
three  consecutive  days. 

“PRESIDENT  EISENHOWER 
has  proposed  a summit  confer- 
ence at  the  end  of  the  year,”  he 
said.  “We  are  in  agreement  with 
this.” 

Supplementing  Vinogradov’s 
statements,  a spokesman  for  the 
Soviet  Embassy  in  Paris  told  the 
UPI: 

We  are  in  agreement  for  any 
East-West  summit  meeting  and 
are  waiting  only  for  the  Western 
powers  to  agree  on  a date  which 
can  then  be  discussed  with  the 
Soviet  Union. 

AS  FAR  AS  WE  are  con- 
cerned, we  would  prefer  the 
summit  meeting  to  take  place  at 
the  earliest  possible  date.” 
When  reporters  asked  Vino- 
gradov whether  he  thought  the 
East-West  summit  would  in  fact 
take  place,  he  replied:  “That 
doesn’t  depend  on  me.” 


For  the  Y Bell,  Friday  morn- 
ing’s dedication  of  the  bell  tower 
will  be  the  culmination  of  a con- 
certed effort.  Official  dedication 
ceremonies  will  be  eonducted  im- 
mediately following  the  assembly 
“Legend  of  the  ‘Y’  Bell,”  in  the 
Smith  Fieldhouse. 

STUDENTBODY  President 
Rex  Lee  will  conduct  the  dedi- 
cation ceremony.  A faculty  quar- 
tet consisting  of  Ariel  Ballif,  Lee 
Valentine,  Bryant  Jacobs  and 
Ralph  Britsch  will  sing  the  tra- 
ditional song  “The  Old  ‘Y’  Bell.” 

Following  the  song,  a histori- 
cal sketch  of  the  bell  will  be 
given  by  Wesley  P.  Lloyd,  dean 
of  students.  Dedicatory  prayer 
will  be  offered  by  Clyde  D. 
Sandgren,  general  counsel  to  the 
church  school  system.  Sandgren 
wrote  the  Y bell  song. 

AS  THE  STUDENTS'  file  out 
of  the  Fieldhouse  following  the 
dedicatory  prayer,  members  of 
the  Intercollegiate  Knights  will 
ring  the  Y Bell  for  the  first  time 
officially  in  its  new  home.  Stu- 
dents attending  the  assembly 
will  receive  printed  programs 
containing  the  assembly  cast  and 
a history  of  the  Y bell. 

Dedication  ceremonies  will 
culminate  a long  sustained  drive 
by  members  of  Intercollegiate 
Knights  to  obtain  a permanent 
shrine  for  the  traditional  bell. 
Construction  on  the  $5000  bell 
tower  began  last  spring. 

FRED  MARKHAM,  constulant 
for  many  of  BYU’s  buildings,  is 
the  architect  who  designed  the 
bell  tower.  It  stands  on  a plat- 
form 18  feet  by  28  feet.  The 
tower  itself  is  20  feet  high. 
Money  for  the  Y Bell  tower  has 
been  collected  since  1950  by  vari- 
ous campus  organizations. 

President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson 
conducted  groundbreaking  cere- 
monies for  the  tower  Feb.  26, 
1958:
